Have plenty 
of 
Christmas 
merriment but avoid the po* 
sibility of mourning by sen­ 
sible fire precautions was the 
warning issued Thursday night 
by Major C. N. Wilhelm, chief 
of the State Bureau of Fire 
Protection, 
in advocating the 
use of 
non-inflammable 
ma­ 
terials for Yuletide and Christ­ 
mas tree decorations. 
Flimsy 
decorations of paper or cotton 
should not lie used, lie declared, 
adding that “hearts should not 
be saddened at this particular 
time by the injury or death of 
loved ones or the destruction 
of home, through carelessness 
and neglect*." 
Major Wilhelm set forth the 
following rules to 
avoid 
fire 
lasses and injury or death from 
Christmas decorations: 
^ 
"See to it 
that 
the deco­ 
rations are of non-inflammable 
nature: 
permit 
no 
others. 
Avoid, as you yould a plague, 
the use of light inflammable 
materials that make a quick 
and easy fire. 
Under no cir­ 
cumstances, allow decorations 
of any kind to bi* placed near 
gas jets. 
"Trees 
should 
always 
be 
firmly fastened to the floor, so 
that children cannot pull them 
over. 
"Mechanical 
toys 
that 
re­ 
quire alcohol, gasoline or other 
dangerous 
oils 
to 
operate 
should be avoided. 
“The use of paper or cotton 
beneath 
trees is a dangerous 
practice. 
If the appearance of 
snow 
is desired, use mineral 
wool—asliestos. 
It 
will 
not 
burn and gives a better effect 
than cotton."
